On Auto Trip to De Soto 


One - Day Circuit Tour Takes Motorist 


Through Country 


Visited by Intrepid 


Conquistadors in 1539, Which Later Be- 
came Stronghold of Shawnee Indians and 
Guerrillas of the Civil War Period.

LMOST 400 years ago—in the spring of 1539, to be exact—Her- 
nando de Soto, the intrepid conquistador, pushed his way into 
Missouri. He came, from the South after a year of wandering 


which took him from Western Florida northward to the Savannah 
River, thence westward to the Mississippi, crossing it and moving up 
iis western bank to some point within the present State of Missouri, 
from which place he turned back and died on the southward march, 


in 1542. 


De Soto left only a vague idea of the northernmost point of his

One feels certain that such was 
the case, for the country around 
De Soto and .beyond in the south 
today still bears remarkable sem- 
blance to that described by De 
Soto's men on their return to &t.

.The conquistadors spoke of 
fights with the Indians in great 
“shut-ins’ west of the Mississippl 
River—which undoubtedly were 
those of the St. Francis and Black 
Rivers; they spoke of a deep val- 
ley which was inhabited by more 
Indians, who, unlike their breth- 
ren to the south and east, tilled 
soil.and planted maize—which in 
all probability was the Arcadia 
Valley, for years ago the powerful 
Shawnees lived there and their 
women did till soil unlike the 
sguaws Of other tribes, 

The conquistadors likewise 
spoke of a little creek fed by 
springs, which had its source 


‘some 15 miles west of the Missis- 
| sippi River and which ran into 


that river at a point “where great 
white bluffs rise mightily into the 
air.”’ 

This little creek evidentally is 
the Joachim River, which has its 
beginning near De Soto and flows 
into the Mississippi River near 
Herculaneum—where one sees the 
great white cliffs spoken of by the 
conquistadors. It was called the 
Joachim by French ploneers who 
settled near Herculaneum s0me- 
time early in the eighteenth century 
and spoke of it thus, since, they 
said, De Soto’s men had originally 
named it so. 

One finds this little creek today 
even as it was in 1700, or, as per- 


| haps De Soto saw it earlier. And

Valves—It will pay to have the 
valves ground if this has not been 
done for 7500 miles, regardless of 
the gasoline one uses. Valves must 
seat properly for efficient engine 
performance. For the tour, it is not 
wise to adjust them too closely. 
This means quick valve deteriora- 
tion and poor performance. Look 
sharply for burned exhaust valves 
during the grinding process. 

Carburetor—Clean strainer at 
bottom thoroughly. If mixture is 
suspected of excessive richness, 
have it adjusted by an expert, 

Fuel Feed System—Drain taps at 
bottom of main gasoline tank and 
vacuum tank. Blow out the feed 
lines.

Clutch—TIf the release bearing is 
inot the self-lubricating type, take 
up one turn on the grease cup, the 
commonly used — substitute. Be 
careful not to turn down the cup 
so far as to get grease on the 
plates. Slipping of the clutch is 
sure to follow.

What then are some of the defects which 
can and ought to be remedied?

Abuses in Selection 

of the Jury Panel., 

What of the jurors? Certainly a litigant 
before the court would not choose an ignorant 
and untrained man to sit as the judge in his 
case. Certainly he would feel that he was 
entitled to have a.well-trained man, capable 
of weighing facts and law in the light of his 
training and professional skill. <A plea for 
a court of untrained and more or less ignor- 
ant men would be met with violent protest. 

What, then, shall be said as to the jurors? 
It is the fact that they are the sole judges 
of the evidence in criminal trials. Theirs is 
the duty to dovetail and fit in the various 
bits of testimony and thus to make up the 
picture from which their mature judgment 
shall be formed as to guilt or innocence, To 
the controversy there are two parties—the 
State or the Government, which represents 
the whole people in asking vindication of 
criminal law, and the defendant, who has ‘the 
right to ask only a fair and impartial wefgh- 
ing of the evidence in the determination of 
his alleged innocence of violation of criminal 
law. Whatever may be the practice, or what- 
ever may be the desire of a defendant, it is 
obvious and beyond contradiction that the de- 
fendant is not entitled to ignorance, bias or 
prejudice as part of his right to a fair and 
impartial trial. He is entitled to no less than 
the prosecytion claims, namely, fairness and 
a reasonable degree of intelligence. 

The usual comment with respect to juries 
is that too many men unfit for the high duty 
sit in jury boxes. This, of course, is no reflec- 
tion upon our citizenship and no reflection 
upon the individuals at whom the criticism 
is.leveled. They are not to ‘blame for not 
having an equipment of experience and intel- 
ligence which, by reason of circumstances, 
they have not been able to attain. The only 
proper criticism is one leveled at the method 
of choosing and obtaining jurors. That meth- 
od is open to serious attack. The body or 
commission which in the first instance chooses 
the names to go into the jury wheel is vari- 
ously constituted in various jurisdictions. If 
it has the power, and exercises the power 
merely to cut up a city directory or a voters’ 
polling list and throw the names thus cut 
from the list into the wheel indiscriminately, 
it is abusing its great power The Htigants 
in a criminal case, as in a civil case, are en- 
titled to have some intelligent selection made 
of men fitted to sit in a jury box. Almost 
no thought seems to be given to this problem 
in many jurisdictions.

It 15 
so well known as hardly to need comment, 
that when intelligent~Qtizens who, by reason 
of their position in the community, have the 
necessary experience and the necessary men- 
tal equipment to serve as jurors are drawn, 
they are excused for one a another. 


place, Judges should not be complacent in 
excusing veniremen, but should make it a 
hard and fast rule that the more important 
the business man the more important it is 
for him to serve on a jury. No greater abuse 
has crept into our administration of law 
than the wholesale excusing of men whose 
business position makes them eligible jur- 
ors, and the retention in the panels of those 
who are willing to serve for the pittance that 
is paid for jury service, because they have 
not anything more important to do. Here 
again the question of the public attitude to- 
ward the administration of criminal justice 
is vital. The minute it becomes an unpop- 
ular, improper and reprehensible thing for 
a man to escape or evade jury duty, that 
moment our better and more intelligent cit- 
izens will feel the urge of public sentiment 
and take their proper burden of jury serv- 
ice. ' 

What is to be said with respect to crim- 
inal procedure? In my view, this and the 
question of the rules of criminal evidence 
are the least vital matters to be discussed. 
This is not to say that vast improvements 
and reforms cannot be effected in both fields. 
It is merely to say that an awakened public 
sentiment and public conscience is far more 
important than any of these. 


Empaneling a Jury 
Now Public Spectacle. 


In recent years the empaneling of a jury 
has become a public spectacle. Hundreds of 
veniremen have been called, questioned by 
the defense and shredded off until it seems 
almost. as if this question of empaneling the 
jury were the most important thing in the 
trial. Days and weeks have been consumed 
in getting 12 men into the jury box. An 
entirely wrong emphasis has thus. been 
placed upon the supposed qualifications or 
lack of qualifications of the jurors. The 
Federal Judicial Council some time _ since 
suggested that proposed jurymen should be 
questioned by the trial Judge and not by 
counsel. In several Federal jurisdictions and 
in several of the states this method has been 
used. Observation indicates that it is ad- 
vantageous. In a recent important trial, the 
Sinclair conspiracy trial, where this method 
was pursued, a jury was obtained in ~ less 
than one full court day. : 


Moreover, all that was necessary in the Way 
of inquiry of the jurors was done. The meth- 
od obviates any badgering of proposed jurors, 
the asking or suggesting of improper inquiries 
or foolish lines of inquiry, and adds a dignity 
to the proceeding which cannot be attained 
where counsel are permitted, almost without 
end, to interrogate proposed jurors, to sug- 
gest doubts in their minds as to eligibility 
and to elicit facts from which the jurors draw 
further facts and conclusions in their own 
minds, which will disqualify them from serv- 
ice. 

Another vital improvement, to my mind, in 


nocence and a clear and definite statement 
of the doctrine of reasonable doubt {is all 
that a defendant is entitled to have, and 
that an iteration and reiteration of the 
doctrine many times over is more than the 
defendant can reasonably demand and more 
than any Court should grant. 

A doctrine long inherent in our jurispru- 
dence is that a defendant may elect whether

he will testify in his own behalf or not, and 


that no presumption arises from his failure 
to testify, and that no comment may be made 
by the Prosecuting Attorney on his failure 
to testify in his own behalf. I believe the 
current view amongst thinking* people to be 
that this is an unnecessary leniency toward 
a defendant. In common understanding the 
failure of anyone to explain the true facts 
which will exculpate him from a serious ac- 
cusation is of some evidential value and 
weight on the question of his guilt or in- 
nocence. In common life the failure of a 
man to speak when he has an opportunity to 
speak, and when an innocent man would not 
hesitate to speak, tells heavily against him 
who keeps his silence. It would seem the 
time has come to amend statutes or Consti- 
tutions, as the case may require, to permit 
fair cOmment on the failure of a defendant 
to take the witness stand. 

In like cases stands the doctrine, still in

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Suggestion Is Made That the Man Who Ironed Out Our Difficulties With 


Mexico Would Be Valuable in Nicaragua; However, Unless Our Policy Toward 
Nicaragua Ceases to Be One of Force, Mr. Morrow's Talents Would Be 


Wasted.

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HE demand is to be heard

Morrow to Nicaragua.” The argument 
tuns that, since he has done so well in 
Mexico, he is just the man to visit the 
ther Latin republic where we are most 
usly engaged, and in which, admitted- 
things are not going well for us. 

No one can deny that sending Morrow 
to Nicaragua would almost certainly result 
amelioration of conditions. Since 
Stimson visited that country a year 
we have had no official representative 
th r routine officials of the 
State Department, and the officers of the 
rmarines.

ants. Therefore, one of the main pillars 
Supporting our past actions in Nicaragua 
has been removed. Again, the Stimson 
agreement, which is the technical basis for 
cur intervention in Nicaragua, involved an 
understanding between the Liberals and 
Conservatives that we should police the 
country until the election nert utumn. 
But the Conservatives, by formal vote in 
the Chamber of Deputies, have repudiated 
the Stimson agreement, and our supervision 
is now continuing only under an executive

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be able to state a prin- 
ciple of law and then to illustrate 
to the jury how that principle ap- 
plies to the particular facts in 
hand. The matter here referred 
to is aggravated in some jurisdic- 
tions, where it is required that the 
trial judge shall state the principles 
of law applicable by giving his 
charge before counsel address the 
jury. 

This is merely to make him 
somewhat less effective as an in- 
strument in the administration of 
justice. In every trial the judge 
should be a guide to the jury, 
should control the proceedings, 
should have a right to stop counsel 


when they go outside the evidence 


or make statements which are in- 
admissable in view of the state of 
the proofs. In short, he should be 
an aid in the administration of 
justice, and not either a cipher or 
a cog in its progress.

Electrical Research Products Inc., has granted First National 
a license to use its patents for sound recording and reproduction.

June.

Sam Forrest, who had directed 
her in “Rain,” resigned after rehears- 
ing several performances. George Ab- 
bott then took over the direction of 
“Chicago,” but the situation wasnt 
improved and it was soon announced 
that Miss Eagels had withdrawn from 
the cast, to be replaced by Francine 
Larrimore. 

Late last summer she went out to 
Hollywood to appear in pictures. Ap-

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¢ A Machine That Outcalculates 50 Mathematician

WASHINGTON. 


HE United States 
Coast and Geodetic 
Survey will shortly 
issue its annual 
bulletin giving the 
tidal predictions in 
84 ports of the 
world for the year 
following and con- 
taining more than 
a million figures. The ‘Brass Brain” 
will have put another year of work be- 
hind it. 

The Brass Brain is probably the 
most remarkable calculating machine 
in the world. With just one man re- 
quired to turn a central crank, it does 
the work of from 50 to 100 mathe- 
maticians. And these mathematicians 
would have to work virtually 24 hours 
a day to keep up with this machine. 


The Brass Brain predicts tides, and 
if you think an adding machine or a 
eomptometer is a remarkable inven- 
tion consider this device, which can 
predict, with very nearly perfect ac- 
curacy, what the high and low tides 
will be at a certain time in Aden, Ara- 
bik, say, or Hongkong, China, or New 
York harbor. Or it will predict them 
for 1980 if you want it to. It’s offi- 
cial name is ‘‘Tide-Predicting Machine 
No, 2,” but around the offices of the 
Geodetic Survey it is generally known 
as the Brass Brain. 


The work it does is invaluable. The 
tide tables which it computes enable 
the mariner to take advantage of fa- 
vorable aspects of the tide and to avoid 
those which are adverse. And this is 
of great importance in the present day 
of exacting echedules and deep-draft 
vessels. It is also of vital fmportance 
to engineers who contemplate butid- 
ing docks or canals, or deepening har- 
bors and waterways. In addition to 
the 84 ports for which complete infor- 
mation ig furnished, less detailed data 
are given for 3500 secondary ports. 


The accuracy of the Brass Brain 
is qualified as ‘‘very nearly’ only 
because there are certain things 
that cannot be predicted. A strong 
wind, for example, which affects the 
height of a tide. A fresh-water flood 
does the same thing in ports on the 
mouths of rivers. Earthquakes aiso 
complicate matters. But, in spite of 
these facts, tests of the accuracy of 
tidal predictions at a number of ports 
indicate that 60 to 70 per cent of the 
predicted tides agree within about five 
minutes of the observed tide, and 90 
to 95 per cent of the predictions agree 
within 15 minutes. 


In appearance the Brass Brain is im- 
pressive. It stands in-a seldom-vinited 
room of the Coast and Geodetic Sur- 
vey. Its weight ia approximately 
2600 pounds, it {is 11 feet long, 2 
feet wide and 6 feet high, and ise in- 
closed in a giass case. Stepping into 
the room you see a man who turns a 
large crank, you hear the faint click of 
its various parts, you see the pointers 
move on two dials.

works. It is impossible, of course, 

for anyone who is not a student of 
higher mathematics to understand ex- 
actly how the results are arrived at. 
But something of the methods of its 
working can be told. 

Before the Brass Brain could be set 
tu work at all it was necessary to have 
certain definite data on tides. And 
this information could only be ob- 
tained through actual observation of 
tides in the various ports of the world. 
Here another ingenious machine—the 
tide gauge—-was brought into use. 
These tide gauge machines, which are 
devices whereby the rising and falling 
tide traces its own record on paper 
from day to day, were placed in the 
various ports of the world. There, 
over a period of several years, they 
wrote the story of the incoming and 
outgoing tides, so that the high and 
low for every hour was known. This, 
of course, was a matter for interna- 
tional co-operation, the governments 
of,several nations contributing data 
for their countries. 


Mathematicians next took these 
graphs, these rising and falling 
lines that the tide had traced, 
and separated them mathematical- 
ly into what are known as com- 
ponents——37 components. Tides, as is 
well known, are caused by the pull of 
the moon and sun upon the waters of 
*the oceans. They are modified by the 
relative position of these bodies and 
the earth, by depth of water, shape of

vey alone know what else. These va- 
rious factors—the motion of the sun, 
the moon, ete.—are the compo- 
nents of the tide. Definite values wera 
assigned mathematically for each of 
these 37 components. These values, 
technically known as ‘harmonic con-

To be able to pre 
dict the tide for any 
given time or place, 
the effect of these 37 
components must be 
figured out mathe- 
matically. There isa 
long trigonometric 
formula by which this 
can be done. But com- 
putation of the tides 
by means of this for- 
mula involves a tre- 
mendous amount of 
labor of a kind partic- 
viarly wearing and 


the work must all be 
checked over te re- 
move these errors. 
This is just where the 
Brass Brain comes in. 
It mechanice- 
ally sume up the 37 
components for the 
particular port for 
which the predictions 
are made. For each 
component there is a 
crank attached to a 
shaft that is geared to 
rotate at a speed that 
is proportional to the 
actual speed of the 
astronomical cause— 
the relative motion of 
the sun and the moon 
~~producing that par- 
ticular component. 
Each crank contains 
an adjustable pin, 
which may be set at 
any distance from the 
axia of rotation——that 
is, the pin would be 
set in a different 
place if the tides of 
New York harbor 
were being computed 
than it would for 
those of Shanghai, China, since the 
two ports -are at different dis- 
tances from the center of rotation, 
the axis of the earth. Before begin- 
ning the predictions for any port, these 
ping are ali set in accordance with the 
components included in the tide at 
that port and the initial positions of 
the cranks are set to correspond to the 
beginning of the period for which the 
predictions are to be made. 


HE machine ts actually operated 
by turning one large crank, 
which, by a system of gearing, 
sets in motion all the other cranks. It 
requires about three hours to set the 
cranks and dials for the prediction of 
any port, taking the necessary safe- 
Guards against human error. Once it 
is set up, the operator puts the ma- 
chine in motion’ by turning the con- 
trol crank. Seven hours are sufficient 
for the machine to foretell the times 
and heights of the more than 1400 
high and low waters that will occur at 
any port in a year. 

All this, of course, has to do only 
with what is done in preparation to 
putting the Brain to work. What actu- 
ally happens, when once the crank is 
turned, inside that complex mass of 
brass machinery possibly only its in- 
ventors know. The results are record- 
ed on a dial on the face of the ma-

for any given time may be read di- 
rectiy. Other dials on the face indi- 
cate the time to which the heights 
correspond. The predictions, as given 
in the tide tables, are limited to the 
high- and low waters, and the times 


and heights of these are the only ones 
that sre usually recorded by the op- 
erator. :

machines trace a 
curve of the predict- 
ed tides, from which 
the high and low wa- 
ters are scaled off 
and tabulated for the 
printer.

About 1894 Rollin 
A. Harris, a mathe- 
matician of the Coast 
Survey, decided that 
a satisfactory tide- 
predicting machine 
could be built. It was 
he who first analyzed 
the various factors 
which influence tides 
into 37 components. 
Then he turned to E. G. Fischer, me- 
chanicaL engineer of the Survey, to 
translate mathematics into mechanics. 
Fischer, in other words, was to build 
a machine which would sum up cor- 
rectly and at the same time 37 dif- 
ferent mathematical computations. 

He did it. It took most of his spare 
time for 16 years, but in 1910 the 
Brass Brain was finished and it has 
been in constant use ever since. Of 
course, Harris was constantly co-op- 
erating in the task. 


ARRIS was regarded as one of 
H the world’s greatest mathemati- 

Clans. He carried analysis of 
tide factors to a finer point than was 
ever known before, and then guided 
and checked the translation of ‘mathe- 
matical tables into mechanical move- 
ment. He did all this in addition to 
his regular duties. His maximum asal- 
ary with the survey was $3000 a year. 
He was getting this magnificent sum 
when he died. 

E. G. Fischer was—and is—a me- 
chanical genius of the first rank. He 
had to create and combine 87 separate 
sets of registering devices, each capa- 
ble of being set to work at a different 
pace or value. He, too, performed 
most of his work as a spare-time job, 
and did it so well that after 17 years 
of constant use the Brass Brain is still

The Jesuits were not the first mis- 
sionaries to come to Peru. Domini- 
cans, Franciscans and Augustinians 
were already wealthy and powerful 
before the arrival of the Jesuits in 
1668. But the Jesuits soon outnum- 
bered and outdistanced the other or- 


dere and established schools, churches . 


and mission stations in almost every 
city and town. At Cusco they settled 
in an ancient palace of the Incas. 
named Amarocanaa, the House of the 
Serpents,’ and on Lake Titicaca they 
opened a famous college where nov- 
ices were trained for missionary work 
in the native language, ‘quichua. 
Here it was that the Jesu'ts set up 
the first printing press in America, 
and conducted acientific researches, 
linguistic, geographical and historical. 

The Jesuits merited wel) of the na- 
tive Indians.

the Spanish slave dealers. One Jesuit, 
Father Valdivia, returned to Spain to 
lay the plight of the Indians before 
Philip III, and secured from him a 
ineasure of emancipation for them. 
On his returh 10,000 Indians were de- 
livered from slavery. The limitation. 
however, of this good work can be 
eeen from the fact that even so late 
as 1800 there were 40,000 slaves in 
Peru. The sojourn of the Jesuita in 
Peru meant more for Europe than the 
Spanish gold which was borne thither 
in Spanish ships, for it led to the in- 
troduction of the use of quinine, 
“Jesuit bara.’ marking an epoch in 
European medical treatment. 


HAT the Jesuits possessed enor- 
mous wealth in ancient Peru 
cannot be denied. Jesuit ‘‘Re- 
lations’’ refer to the magnificence of 
their churches and colleges and to the 
vesseia of gold and aiiver inlaid with 
precious gems that adorned these 
bulldings. Thus Father Pierre Loza- 
ho, S. J., describing to his superiors 
the earthquake of 1746, which de- 
stroyed Lima and Cal- 
liao, Dewalils the loss 
of so much Jesuit 
treasure. 

As to the existence 
of Jesuit goid mines 
it {a hard to find 
trustworthy evidence. 
There were, of course. 
rumore of that nature, 
but there may be at- 
tributed to hostile 
siave owners. Else- 
where than In Peru 
the Jesuite may have 
had mines. Bishop 
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Palafox accused them of working sliver 
mines in California, and he made bis 
accusation to Innocent X. The Gover- 
nor of Rio Janeiro, Gomez d'Andrada, 
charged the Jesuits of Paraguay in 
1740 with having gold mines. The 
Jesuits, while admitting the existence 
of precious stones in Paraguay, denied 
that there was gold.

The president of the bank did 
not hesitate in deciding upon his 
course of action. He 
bought up all the out- 
standing stock of the 
bank, paying par for 
every share, and thus 
became sole owner of 
the institution, assum- 
ing liability not only for 
the $15,000 of the capi- 
tal stock but also for a 


100 per cent assess- 
ment which the Bank- 
ing Department might 


make if necessary to li- 
Guidate the bank and 
pay its creditors. He did 
this with full knowledge 
of his responsibility. 
Examination of the 
accounts finally showed 
the shortage to be $30.- 
798. The sum of $30.- 
533.23 was due to the 
depositors. There were 
creditors with claims totaling 
$1424.23, so that the total li- 
abilities were $31,957.46. The sur-

It was something of a shock to 
the Banking Department execu- 
tives to find such a man. They said 
80 in no uncertain terms when they 
gladly accepted Carter’s extraor- 
dinary proposition and appointed 
him an agent of the department to 
liquidate the bank. 

“It is my desire to see each de- 
positor paid in full,’’ Carter wrote 
to the Banking Department, ‘‘and 
I want you to feel that I have a 
financial responsibility and want 
the people who have manifested 
great confidence in me to realize 
dollar for dollar on their deposits. 


I appreciate that there will be a 
balance for me to put up, but I 
would certainly like to make some 
arrangement whereby we could 
start to pay depositors immediate- 
ly, putting up the necessary mon- 
ey with which to do ao, and, if 
necessary, filing bond for any that 
may show up which we have not 
so far considered. Thus the bank 
will be in position to repay the 
depositors, who, in this section of 
the country, need thelr money 80 
badly.’’ 

Recovering from their surprise, 
the Banking Department officials 
answered in this fashion: 

“It is indeed refreshing to find 
occasionally a real man who meets 
the test when it comes to him. We 
cannot help but feel that a good 
Providence will watch over a man 
of your type, and that you will be 
duly recompensed in some way 
which you may not now foresee.”’

THE VAGARIES of NOVA PICTORIS 


ONSIDERABLE discussion 
& has been aroused, and is like- 

ly to continue, in astronomic- 
al quarters concerning the vagaries 
of the temporary star, Nova Pic- 
toris, which the South African as- 
tronomers have discovered to be 
double, according to the astron- 


- Omical correspondent of the Man- 


chester Guardian. As the duplic- 
ity of the star had not been no- 
ticed before, the announcement 
has been made that the star has 
“split in two.’ If this be indeed 
the case such a happening is 
unique in astronomical history. A 
comet has been known to divide 
in two, but not a atar. 

Nova Pictoris, which is invisible 
to observers inthe northern hemi- 
sphere, is situated, as its name 
indicates, in the southern constel- 
lation, Pictor. It was first discov- 
ered a little less than three years

ago. On May 25, 1925, Dr. Spen- 
cer Jones, His Majesty's astrono- 
mer at the Cape of Good Hope, re- 
ceived a telegram from Mr. Wat- 
son, an employe in the South Af- 
and telegraphic de- 
partment, resident in Heaufort 
West, stating that he had seen 
what he took to be a new star of 
the second magnitude in the con. 
stellation Pictor. Fortunately, the 
evening of May 25 was clear, and 
Dr. Jones was able to confirm the 
amateur. astronomers 
The nova, like most members of 
that class, must have increased 
very rapidly in brightness. It was 
of 2.4 magnitude on May 25. A 
few days earlier Mr. Reid, a well- 
known comet seeker, was hunting 
for comets in the constellation 
Pictor and did not notice any un- 


rican postal 


gurinise. 


usual object, which he would have 
done had the nova been bright 
enough to attract attention. Dr. 
Jones concluded soon after the 
discovery that the nova was elther 
identical with or very near to a 
known star of the fourteenth and 
fifteenth ‘magnitudes. The Har- 
vard College observatory an- 
nounced that the star had been 
photographed as of the third mag- 
nitude a month before, a discov- 
ery which seems to indicate that 
it had a fainter secondary maxi- 
mum before its great increase in 
brilliance. Since July, 1925, the 
nova has been steadily fading in 
brightness. 

Temporary stars in their decline 
generally pass through a certain 
succession of stages. The spec- 
trum of a nova generally becomes 


nebular, and several of the older 
novae have been apparently trans- 
formed into small, faint nebulae. 
A well-known astronomer has 
stated that in the case of Nova 
Pictoris the spectrum remained 
fairly constant during the rise to 
maximum, but underwent complex 
changes thereafter of the same 
general type as those usually as- 
sociated with novae, but in detail 
deviating somewhat from the typ- 
ical spectral progression. It has 
been suggested that Nova Pictoris 
is a link between variable and 
temporary stars. Apparently it be- 
came nebulous, as all novae do, 
but its division into two empha- 
sizes its abnormality. Dr. Spen- 
cer Jones, according to a Cape- 
town telegram, inclines to the be- 
lief that no split has taken place. 
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There are two stars now and there 
were two stars before, he says, al- 
though we did not know that. 

Various theorles have been ad- 
vanced to explain the appearance 
of temporary stars. Several col- 
lision theories have been put for- 
ward, according to which these 
outbreaks result either from head- 
on collisions between two stars or 
the near approach of two 
stars which graze one another. 
Encounters of either type would 
liberate great amounts of light 
and heat. Another theory finds 
the explanation of a nova in vio- 
lent internal disturbances in a gin- 
gie star. 

It is of interest to note that the 
distance of Nova Pictoris has been 
measured as 200 light years, that 
is to say, the disturbances which 
astronomers are now witnessing 
took place two centuries ago.

That he is experiencing deep 
satisfaction in thus fulfilling his 
legal and moral responsibility in 
disposing of the affairs of his 
financial enterprise is shown by 
the tenor of his letters to W. J. 
Davis, general liquidation agent 
for the Banking Department.
